Thomas Murray—Prior, Squire of Rathdowney, High 
Sheriff ef Queen's bounty (from 1799), served 
also as Member of Parliament for Bannow and 
Lesburne. He was born im 1773 and died on 

Sumday, the 5th of November, 1854, being buried 
at Newry, in County Down. 

He married, when still a boy, Catherine Palmer, 
daughter of Colonel Joseph Palmer, in an 

elopers' eeremony at the infamous Gretra Green, 

in Dumfriesshire, Seotland. Catherine died, when 
still a young woman, in 1802, in Dublin. 

Themas's possible seeond marriage, to Mary Ann 
Thempson, who was then or afterwards a Mrs, Lyneh, 
will be treated in another part of this study. 


By his aeknowledged wife, the former Catherine 
Palmer, he had five ehildren: Thomas Lodge Morres, 
Hervey Morres, Ellen and Catherine, bt these, 
Themas and Lodge Morres have left Australian 
descendants.

A Member of Parliament, he 
was also a Colonel in the llth and 18th Hussars 
and served against the Freneh Imperial Forces 
in Spain amd, in 1815, at the Battle of Waterloo, 
iu what ie tite Duteh-wspeaking part of today's 
Kingdom of Belgium. He was in Queensland briefly, 
but returmed to the British Isles, 
He was twiee married, 
First, on Friday, 27th of Novembe ‘9 in the year 
1812, at Millbrook, in Hampskire, gland, he

married Jemima Diekson (who was to die young on 
Wedwesday, 5th of November, 1817, and was buried 
at Dover, in Kent, England). Her fatker was 
Captain thomas Diekson, of Sonthampton, Hampshire, 
There were three ehildren of this marriage: 
46 Jemima Frances Sophia, William Amherst and Louisa 
Elizabeth Catherine. - 


Seeord, on Thursday, 31st day of December, 1818, 
at Cookham, in Berkshire, England, he mabried 
Elizabeth Catherine Slynner, often known as 

Eliza Catherine Skymner, (who was eventually to 

die on Wedmesday, 18th of November, 1863,and was 
buried at Seuthsea, in Hampshire). She was the 
daughter ef William Augustus Skynner, of Moor Hall, 
Cookham, by his wife Mary, daughter of Riehard 
Orlebar, ef Henwiek House, Bedfordshire, England. 
There were two soms of this marriage: Thomas Lodge 
and William Augustus (of whom the latter, an 
offieer in the Army, died young in England). 


The elder son, ; 
G7—Thomas Lodge Murray~Prior, was born on Saturday, 
Cine 13th of November, 1819, at Wells, Somersst, 

England, and died (of eancer of the stomach) on 
Saturday, the 31st of December, 1892, at ome of 
his Brisbare residences, "Whyteeliffe", in the 
suburb of Albion, Brisbane, Quesnslani (Which 
eoleny is now part of the mew mation of Australia). 
After an interesting edueation im Brussels, then 
a short eareer in the Royal Navy, he came to the 
British Colomy of New South Vales in 1939. Witk 
the famous (and ill-fated) German explorer Ludwig 
Leiehhardt, he later came north to Queensland. 
After a time as co-owner of Broomelton property, 
in Queensland's south, he bought Hawkwood’ property, 
in the Burmett Distriet (imdeed, one of his 
grandchildren, in the van Kampen line, was to be 
ehristemed Burnett). After the sensational murders 
of the Fraser family by the blacks, ke sold 
Hawkwood amd purekased a banana plantation at

Ormiston, Cleveland, iw Queensland's safer south 
agein. In 1864 he bougkt Marroon, or Maroon, 
a wild traet of territory near the New South 
Wales border, amd between the town of Warwiek 
and the sea. He became known as Squire of 
Maroon. 
His political eareer is widely documented, s0 
it is suffieieat to say ohit that he beeame 
PestmasterCeneral ef Queensland and was justly 
renowned for his courtly bearing and usage of 
words. He was veritably am aristecratic statesman 
of old and could smile through the harskest of 
Parliamextary imsults. The ome circumstance whieh 
caused him to lose his temper was any insult 
directed towards Her Majesty Queen Victoria or 
towards Momarchy as a phemomenon. He never forgot 
his Royal amcestry and comsidered (correetiy) 
the Queer to be not merely his Sovereiga, but 
alse (and perhaps primarily) his distant cousin. 
The main Murray—Prior residence in Brisbame was 
"Moutpelier", at Kangaroo Point. 


Thomas Lodge Murray~Prior (1819-1892) was twiee 
married. 

On Thursday, 3rd day of September, in the Ysar of 
Our Lerd 1846, im the Chureh of England at South 
Greek, Ceeil Hills, New Seuth Wales, he espoused 
(first) Matilda Harpur (onee of Lime Park, County 
Tyrone, Ireland: she came north and shared the 
harsh realities of his early years in Queendland, 
whem he was attempting to bring his properties 
imto full bloom; she died at "Mortpelier”, 
Kangaroo Point, Brisbane, on Wedmesday, 25th of 
November, 1868, at the age of 41 years).

Frances Murray—Prior, née Morres, and her 
husband, Andrew Murray—Prior, had several 
children, including Thomas Murray—Prior 

(1773-1854) and Andrew Murray-Prior. 

Andrew, who was appointed to the position of 
Accountant-General of the Irish Post Office 
on “Monday, 8th of May, 1809, was married on 
Thursday, 17th of March, 1814, to Catherine, 
n€e Call (daughter of Sir John Call), she being 
widow of General Mackinnon. 

By his wife Catherine, Andrew Murray—Prior 
was to have issue. 

Perheps two or three years before his marriage, 
Andrew had also sired a natural child by his 
relative Lady Sarah Butler, daughter of the 
2nd Earl ef Carriek. (The original Carrick 
title had died out, but in 1748 King George II 
revived it for later generations of the family 
of Butler. Lady Sarah was thus the daughter of 
the 2nd Earl of the second creation of the 
title, there having been a 2nd Earl of Carriex 
some centuries before this. 

The Butler relations, acting not only from 
embarrassment but also (and chiefly) from a 
personal dislike of Andrew, refused all plees 
from the young couple to be allowed to marry. 
In the matter of embarrassment alone, it must 
be said that Lady Sarah's "sin", jf so one 
chooses to eall it, was proportionally far 
less than ether things done by the family over 
the generations; and once this point is made, 
it leads us incontrovertibly to the main reason 
for the Butlers' rejection of Andrew, a sheer 
dislike of Andrew personally. Andrew was told 
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that the babe, if born alive, would be secreted 
away from the family and reared by other people. 

He was never able, despite his determination, 
to find any record of the foster—parents' names, 
nor any of @ baptism, if indeed the child was 
even baptized. Word was conveyed to him that if 
necessary, @ totally false date of birth would 
be invented for any such recording. He was 
further informed, with a certain amount of grin 
pleasure on the part of the Butlers, that a 
husband would be found for Lady Sarah and that 
there would be no decent wey for Andrew ever to 
reach her again. 

Lady Sarah Butler, who became distraught for 
some years (although she attempted to eonceal these 
Sentinents in publie), was accordingly married 
to the Honourable Charles Eutler—Clerke-Southwell- 
Wendesforde, on Monday, 12th of October, 1812. 
She died on Saturday, 7th of July, 1838. Her 
husband, a Member of Parlisment, remarried. 

(45) The child of Andrew Murray-Prior and Lady Sarah 
Butler was named Elizabeth. The surname of Marks 
was accorded her, perhaps because Marks was the 
name of the family which was paid for rearing 
her and withholding her from the public ewareness, 
er perhaps because she was born on Saint Mark's 
Day (the 25th of April), or perhaps because she 
wes baptized (if baptized at all) in « Saint 
Mark's Church , or for some other now unknown 
reason, 

She came to the Colony of New South Wales in 
1836. At Port Macquarie, on Monday, the 4th of 
July, 1836, she married Alexander éameron, who 
Was probably of Seettish birth. Although 
Elizabeth herself had even been denied the 
privilege of learning to read and write, it is 
believed that her husband was literate, or, if 
net, that he enlisted the assistance of someone 
who was. Alexender was troubled by Elizebeth's 
unfortunate history (which her foster—parents 
had relayed to hart and it was some years later

that he wrete to, or enjoined someone else to 
write to, Thomas Lodge Murray—Prior (1819-1892) 
of Queensland. How knowledge of Thomas's presence 
in Australia had reached the Camerons has been 
forgotten. Possibly it came from Thomas's fame, 
but this fame was not immediate. More credibly 
it might have come from the Innes or Innis 
family, of Port Macquarie’ these were wealthy 
people, for whom Elizabeth or Alexander or both 
worked; and, as Elizebeth esrried a burning 
Sense of injustice et what had happened to her, 
she might at one moment have remarked that she 
who was of noble birth, throveh Murrey-Priors 
and Butlers, should not be working as & servant 
in other people's houses. If the Innes family 
or some Other weli—placed family, at Port 
Macquarie cor elsewhere, knew of the presence of 
a Thomas Murray-Prior in Australia, ea Thomas 
who had journeyed with the explorer Leichhardt 
and was # prosperous landowner and politician 
in Queensland, then the link between Elizabeth 
and her real family perheps derivecé fror their 
expression of this knowledge. 

Even a report in a newspaper might have alerted 
Alexander to the Murray-Prior family's presenee... 

An approach was made; and Thomas responded, 
having heard of the unhappy story of Andrew and 
Lady Sarah when a boy. 

No meeting prebably ever tock place, but written 
contact was maintained for quite some years, 
chiefly on the subject of Elizabeth's increasing 
family. Thomas did tell her, mest reluetantly, 
that slthough he accepted her for who she was, 
it wes toc late to expect anything from the 
Eutler family. Some members of that family had, 
it was true, remarked in efter years that the 
sufferings of Andrew and Lady Sarah would not 
have happened had they had stronger and more 
persuasive vcices within the Butler family at the 
time, and they regretted the sadness inflicted 
On the couple and upon the hapless ehild of the

romance. The prineipal powers in the Butler 
family, nevertheless, were then all deceased 
and could not be recalled to remedy matters. 

At most, then, these younger Butlers could do 
no more than express regret for the actions of 
their predecessorse 

With this news, Elizebeth had to be content. 
It was at least on acknowledgment, which is 
more than she was originally prefferede 

Elizebeth Cameron, onee called Elizabeth Marks 
put paternally Elizebeth Murray-Prior, died 
on Wednesday, 26th of March, 1890, at Waleha, a 
small town in the wild mountains of New South 
Wales, many miles west cf Port Macquarie.
